Wben the Panama Canal waa open- 
ad In 1S1&, Suei wti alrvady traoalt- 
Ing about I&.OOO.OO* ton* of freight 
annually. Almost nobody believed 
Panama could ever »ltra<-t anything 
arproacbliig aucb * volume. Uul dur 
tag the war fear of German lubma- 
rinei In the Medllerannean cauaed 
many veaaela to take the Panama 
route between the far eaat and Eu- 
ropean or American porta. Tbls gave 
Panama Ha Introduction and It has 
BOt only held but greatly Increased 
Its business since the war. In 1923 
Panama transited &037 tesaeU, 
aKiilnitt 4e!l for Suet; Panama han 
died 25,160, (MM cargo tons against 22,- 
TTO.OOO for Suei. This wm the Orst 
year ot Panama i lr«d. 

A Clftse Race 
The following year Suet barely ei 
cpeikd Panama's tonnage; and In 
J»25 comfortably held Its lead But 
reports for 1M6 to date Indicate that 
Buei Is losing, owing to Britain's In- 
dustrial depression, while Panama Is 
doing better and Is pretty cerUln to 
resume the lead. 

The praaent Suet Canal bai been 
In operation nearly tUty year*. Pan 
ama only eleven. Althongh tew peo 
pie except antiquarians know It, the 
erst canal at Sues waa built more 
than S.^OO years ago It was In op 
eratlon as early at B. C. 13^0; how 
long before, li mere conjecture. Be 
fore tba Cbrlatlan era began the ditch 
kad been buUt, deetroyed, rebuilt, 
tilted up and bulH up again, time 
after time. When Alexander the 
treat conquered Egypt the C* 
Ml was one ot the oldeat of engl 
neerlnR works. 

Between 1104 and 1915 the present 
Panama Canal was constructed. It 
east about |400,000,000, Suet about 
onefourtb that sum. But Sues Is a 
simple, sea-level ditcb across a san^ 
plain: while Panama ii a locKcsAal, 
the greater part ot )U length lying 
S6 feet above sea level, to that most 
ot^e distance from ocean to ocean 
Is through an artlflclal freshwater 
laka 

tarly Profit* Untxpected 
When Roosevelt started building 
at Panama, neither he nor any other 
prophet of optimism would have 
dared inggest that within III first 
dtcadt the Canal would earn a proBt. 
It* chief Justlflcatlon concerned the 
aatloaal defease, and the establish- 
■Mt of competition vrltb the traus- 
eeatlnantal railroads.

The World War wa* not the only 
unexpected factor In bringing Pana- 
ma ao quickly to enilallly with Sues, 
nor the most Important The enor- 
mous Increase In Panama traffic In 
1923 was represented almost entirely 
by petroleum and Its products, mov- 
ing from California to the east coast 
and Europe. In the year ended June 
It. 1914, loll* aggreRatIng $24,290,009 
were collected, jf which |9,071,000 
was from tankert carrying petroleum. 
An e¥«n more striking statement of 
the matter Is that for the same year 
eiactly 60 per cent of all tonnage 
through the Canal was between the 
two ocean fronts of the United 
State*, that Is, 13,500,000 tons; and 
of thii. considerably over 9,000,W0 
tons, or more than twothlrds was pe- 
troleum II was ot course chiefly 
from California, en route to eastern 
reBnerles. In the succeeding year 
this petroleum movement fell off 
heavily; hut for 1»2« It It again In 
creasing and the Increaae It likely to 
coullnutt for many years. But for the 
petroleum trafflc, the Canal would 
have ahown a deficit In every yesr af 
Its operation. 

The enormous petroleum business 
has been In other ways advantageous 
to Panama. A constantly Increasing 
proportion of maritime shipping now- 
adays uses oil fuel. OlI-hurnlnK ships 
seek routes on which Ihey can most 
cheaply buy oil; and because Call- 
fornla oil can be put so cheaply into 
the bunkers of vessels passing 
through the Panama ditch, there 
Is a substantial Inducement to 
prefer this rcrate. This will in- 
creasingly favor Panama and mili- 
tate against Suet, as the number 
of oil burners Increases. Moreover, 
Panama's advantage will still further 
Increase at the enormous oil re- 
source* of Venezuela. Colombia, and 
other Boulh American coontrlei 
are developed.
